HAVE THEY GONE CRAZY? 


Have the people of Russia and Ger- 
many gone stark raving bughouse crazy? 
It would seem from the constant dispatch- 
es from there that such a question is 
quite pertinent. If they are not crazy, 
why do they act the way they do? What 
other hypothesis or conclusion can be ar 
rived at? 

Russia backed down from the war anil 
overthrew its autocracy, whereupon the 
people immeditely flew at each other’s 
throats and have been butchering each 
other ever since. 

In Germany, after the war ended dis- 
astrously to them, instead of establishing 
a staple government to take the place of 
the dethroned autocracy, they proceeded 
to do just exactly as the Russians are 
‘doing—fly at each other and endeavor to 
kill each other off, each faction seeking 
to exterminate the other faction and seize 
the reins of government and each faction 
looting everybody and everything in sight, 
and acting like they were all bereft of 
their senses or possessed of devils, or 
both, which they probably are. 

The faction which first seized control 
of the government functions, as we under- 
‘stand it, were Socialists, and the other 
faction which is now murdering the first 
faction right and left and making the 
streets of their capitol city resemble a 
butcher shop or slaughter house, are also 
Socialists, but a more radical breed—in 
fact, Anarchists andBotshevists, or 
called ‘*Reds.’’ , 

The dispatches now state that Berlin 
now resembles shamblés,, and that can 


non, bombs, tanks, gas, aeroplanes and 
all modern hel] of warfare are being used 


by these Germans in their frantic and ab- 
solutely crazy efforts to exterminate each 
other, 

In Russia hundreds of thousands have 
been murdered—one faction of Russians 
murdering another faction of Russians. 

In Germany the same thing is going on, 
only they have had but a few months at 
it up to date, while the Russians have 
heen slitting one another’s throats for a 
vear and a half. Probably the Germans 
will catch np with the Russians in due 
time in the number of murders committed. 
Tt seems to be a race between them as to 
whch outfit can spill the most blood, burn 
down the most houses, destroy the most 
property and steal the most loot, and in- 
cidentally ravish the most women. Tt 
looks now about fifty-fifty, and it is not
